MEXICO CITY, March 8—Following 
is the text of President Taft’s message 
communicated to the Department of 
Foreign Relations by Fred Norris Deer- 
ing, charge d'affaires today: 

I have the honor to advise your ex- 
cellency that I am in receipt of instrac- 
tions from my government directing me 
to inform his excellency, President 
Diaz, through the medium of your ex- 
céllency, that the president of the 
United States wishes to express the 
hope that no misapprehensions will 
result from anfounded and sensational 
newspaper conjectures as to the military 
maneuvers about to take place in Texas 
and elsewhere and to give to President 
Dias assarance that the maneuvers 
have no significance which should cause 


concern to the friendly neighbors of the 


United States to the south.

Branding the United States senators who 
voted for the retention of Lofimer as men 
who in history would be“ nameless,“ Stephen 
S. Wise, rabbi of the Free synagogue of New 
York City, last evening loosed the eloquence 
of wrath upon Lorimer, Cullom, and thelr 


supporting fellows, 
Several hundred members of the Order of

The address was given at a large meeting of 
the order held at Isaiah temple, Vincennes 
avenue and Forty-fifth street. 

„J am not a citizen of Niinols,” said Dr. 
Wise, but Iam an American. The honor of 
Ilninols is my honor and the shame of Ulinois 
is my shame. Moreover, each state has two 
United States senators, One of the two sena- 
tors in the state I represent helped to dis- 
honor the nation on the first day of March. 
There is my interest in the matter. 


Beginning of Another End, 
„Almost flity years ago, on the day of the 
fight at Harper's Ferry, came the beginning 
of the end which the great hero of the great 
state of Illinois was to effect a little more 


than a decade later. 
Do you know what the lst day of March, 
„ is going te mean? 


and the beginning of the end 6f another 
era in American politics. The new era, I 
dare to prophecy to you, will date from the 
ist day of March, 1911. ‘Whom the gods 
would destroy they first make mad. 

“Two or three days before the Ist day of 
March a resolution was defeated in the 
United States senate which would have 
brought about, if passed, the possibility of 
an amendment to the constitution for the 
direct election of senators by the people 
If the American people continue to have 
their conscience trampled upon and their 
honor insulted by the United States senate, 
we shall be asking ourselves, not, Shall we 
elect senators directly or indirectly? but, 
What amendment shall be proposed to the 
constitution of the United States that shall 
do away with all necessity for the choice of 
United States .senators? That is what the 
end may be—the radical end to which we shal! 
be driven.“ 


Asks Racial Purity. 

A little later, with choking voice and elo- 
quent appeal, the speaker implored the men 
of his nation, the Jews of America, to avoid 
any proposed alliance with the corruption- 
ists, the interests which elected this man to 
the senate. 

They urge the use of the Jewish-American 
vote,“ he said. They urge you to form 
together. They want you as a nation to de- 
liver yourself to these interests. They can- 
not do it and they must not doit. The Jew 
has nothing to gain by such alfance. If these 
corrupt interests put up a Jew to do their 
will I pray that there may be a Jewish-Amer- 
ican vote then—to down that man and down 
that alliance. © 


» Urges Patriotism on Jews. 

We have no interests to be safeguarded 
by them. Chicago elected Julian Mack, not 
because he was a Jew, but because he was an 
American. It is up to you to oppose the plans 
of these interests because you are Jews and 
because you are Americans. 

“Tt was a non-partisan alliance that 
brought this man to the United States senate. 
Rather it was a bi-partisan alliance, or ag I 
spell it, a buy-partisan alliance, That s the 
kind of alliance that is trying to get the 
Jewish-American vote.

Suffragets Force Considera- 
tion of Equal Franchise Bill 
by the Illinois House.

Springfield, III., March 8.—[Special. ]—Chi- 
cago suffragets at the end of a whirlwind 
lobby today forced the house to a considera- 
tion of the votes for women bill. 

At dawn the women campaigners were at 
work. The legislators ate breakfast under 
a fire of arguments, they ran into women in 
the lobbies of the hotels, they met them again 
on the street, they hid in their rooms and 
heard over the telephone the militant voice 
of the suffraget. 

Mrs. Catharine Waugh McCulloch and Miss 
Jane Addams had succeeded in keeping 150 
women workers in Springfield. A night's 
rest gave them strength and determination 
and they went at thejr task with renewed 
vigor. House members were allotted to the 
various women. The most stubborn oppo- 
nents of the woman suffrage bill were turned 
over to the women from Chicago and North- 
western universities. They won promises 
tor favorable action when the bill should 
come up. 

Leaders Ask for a Vote. 

At noon the suffrage leaders held a coun- 
cil of war in the house cloak room and de- 
cided from reports at hand that they were 
stronger than they might be a day or two 
hence. Mrs. McCulloch communicated with 
Representative Homer Tice, the suffrage 
leaders on the floor, and asked that the ques- 
tion be brought to a vote. 

It Was 1 o'clock and the unfinished business 
had been completed. Adjournment was next 
in order. Representative Tice got the floor.

CLEMENCY FOR JOHN R. WALSH

Rumor in Washington That Attorney 
General in Report to Be Submitted to 
Taft Will Favor Banker. 


Washington, D. C., March 8.—[Special. ]— 
It is reported here tonight that Attorney Gen- 
eral Wickersham will recommend some form 
of clemency for John R. Walsh in the report 
of the case which he will send to President 
Taft tomorrow. At the same time the at- 
torney genera} will transmit recommenda- 
tions in the case of Charles W. Morse, the 
former New York banker confined in the At- 
lanta penitentiary. 

The reports on both cases are to be taken 
by President Taft on his vacation trip to 
Augusta, Ga., and it is possibie that his de- 
cision will be announced before he returns to 
the capital. The recommendations in both 
casés have been heid a profound secret and 
it ig possible that the report current tonight 
is based merely on the fact that the papers 
are being sent to(the president. As à rule 
no report is made to the president in cases 
where no Clemency of any kind is réecom- 
mended. ,

The amendment if . will permit chil- 
dren to be employed in theaters with certain 
restrictions as to the character of the rend 
houses and the hours of labor. 

Mise Addams was the leader of the 2 
delegatlok of women whe attacked the pro- 
posed meature, declaring it was a wedge to 
destroy the entire child labor law. Mr. Davis 
appeared for che theaters is n 
amendment. 

When the hearing opened there were pree- 
ent as hearers the entire equal suffrage dele- 
gation and a half hundred legisiators. 


Address by Miss Addams. 

J know that the child is harmed by plac- 
ing him on the stage,’ said Miss Addams. 
“The general moral tone of the stage ie not 
good. You and I know that-there are many 
good people on the stage and thet they are 
doing all that they can to uplift the drama, 
but they cannot make conditions what they 


“We hear much talk about the amount of 
child actor earns. I khow that 
their averase salary is from $8.50 to $8 a 
week. It is ridiculous to claim that they get 
salaries amounting to $100 a week I know 
many of the children in my district who are 
drawn into the small theaters and I know 
that the influence on them is bad. 

‘This talk about the development of young 
geniuses has nothing back of it. Genius is 
fost@ed. by no premature exploitation. The 
stags children lack. home influences. They 
cannat grow up to de normal men end 
women if they are placed face to face with 
unnatural conditions during the formative 
period of their years. 

“The theatrical trust {s back of this move 
to break down the chi.s-labor law. It te 
purely a financial consideration with them. 
But the womanhood of the country stands 
opposed to it. The states of the east have 
envied us our child labor law, especially as 
it applies to the stage.” 


Stage Needs Not Children. 
Miss Anna Nichols, representing the Un- 
nois Federation of Women's Clubs, sald no 
play in which children were needed ever had 
been produced which might not as well ave 


We would rather not have the amusement 
of seeing children on the stage than to do 
anything which gives therigk of bringing the 
children of the poor into re tin cm surround- 
tings,” she added.

We don't want our children to go on the 
stage.

TEN ACRES FOR A CAMPUS. 


Plans for $600,000 Structure Accepted 
by Board. 


Another ‘step toward the time when every 
pupil in the Chicago public schools will be 
taught to swim was taken™py the board of 
education yesterday when it acceptefi plans 
for the proposed Nicholas Senn High school, 
which will be located at Southport and 
Francis avenues, 

One feature will be a big’ swimming pool, 
to which a special swimming teacher will be 
assigned. Regular classes will be arranged. 
There will be. courses for the teachers. as 
well as pupils. It is the ideal of Mrs. Ella 
Flagg Young, superintendent of schools, to 
have every pupil and teacher become a com- 
petent swimmer. 


Ten Acre Tract for Campus. 

The Senn High school will have the largest 
school playground in thecity. The building 
will be set in the center of a ten acre plot of 
ground, which will also give room for a faot- 
ball and baseball field, tennis courts, and a 
running track. 

The cost of the building will be $660,000, 
with an additional $100,000 for equipment. 
It will be of gray brick and stone, three sto- 
ries in height, with ground dimensions of 38e 
by 250 feet. It will have fifty clas#rooms, 
each seating forty pupils, a total capacity of 
2,000 children. The capacity of the assem- 
bly hall will equal that of the entire building.

Grudge Due to Bribery Inquiry 
and Ignoring of Old Guard , 
in Appointments.

Washington, D. C., March 8.—I[ Special. 
That element of the Republican organisation 
in Illinole which fs identified with Senators 
Cullom and Lorimer is preparing to even 
up scores with President Taft, according to 
information that developed here today. 

In retaliation for fancied slights the follow- 
ers of the senatore are said to be planning to 
ifidorse Vice President Sherman for the Re- 
publican nomination for president and leave 
President Taft to shift for himself in winning 
delegates in Illinois. 

Indications are not lacking that Sherman 
will be a candidate for the presidential nom- 
ination of the old guard Republicans in other 
states and of the reactionary big business 
interests everywhere. Steps aiready have 
been taken to line up the forces that deliver 
delegates in New York for Sherman and 
there appears to be an understanding be- 
tween leaders of the movement in that state 
and in IIIinois. 


Aided Lorimer in Senate. 

While he always has been identified with 
reactionary Republicans, the vice president 
endeared himself in a special way to Senator 
Lorimer and his friends by the assistance 
he gave them during the investigaticn of 
the charges of bribery and corruption in the 
Iltnolg senator's election. It happens that 
in honoring him with their support for the 
presidency Lorimer Republicans will be able 
to slap President Taft at the same time. 

Lorimer and his friends have a grudge 
against the president because of the fact 
that Senators Root and Burton and other 
close friends of Mr. Taft opposed the reten- 
tion of the “blonde boss” in the senate. 
Some of Lorimer’s defenders charged on the 
floor of the senate that the president was 
taking a hand in the election case in oppo- 
sition to ‘the junior senator. The Lorimer 
following generally hae not concealed its 
Intention of fighting the president. 


Senator Cullom and the old line nüscie 


Republicans generally are disgruntled over 
the appointments to office of Illinois men 
made by Mr. Taft. They complain that he 
has ignored the Republican organization 
almost without exception. The signal man- 
ner in which President Taft has honored 
Illinois in elevating men to high office while 
at the same time ignoring the machine poli- 
ticlans has only deepened this anguish of 
spirit. 


Appointments Blow to Machine. 

Mr. Taft now has three cabinet members 
hailing from Ohicago—Walter L. Fisher, an 
independent Republican of reform affilia- 
tions; Jacob M. Dickinson, a Democrat, and 
Frenklin MacVeagh, who is regarded as 
more of a Democrat than a Republican. 
Julian W. Mack, appointed Commerce court 
juoge, is a Democrat. C. D. Norton and Ben 
Cabie never were identified with organization 
politics, and William J. Calhoun, appointed 
minigter to China, has been out of active 
politics for several years. Internal Revenue 
Collector Fitch was Mr. Taft's persona! selec- 
tion. 

It thus appears that the only selections ap- 
proved by the organization are Len Smal], for 
subtreasurer, and George A. Carpenter, for 
District judge. The appointment of Walter 
Fisher to be secretary of the interior was 
the last straw. The Illinois old guard is now 
convinced that no punishments too severe 
for the president who has had the hardihood 
to raise to a high office “ a reformer.”

LONDON, March 8-—Every time reciproci- 
ty is mentioned in parliament there is a warm 
éebate. Mr. Balfour, leader of the opposi- 
tion, and Sir Edward Grey, the foreign secre- 
tary, had a brush today in the house of com- 
mons over Ambassador Bryce. 

Mr. Balfour wanted to know what instruc- 
tions hac been sent to the ambassador and 
why British manufacturers had not been 
consulted during the negotiations between 
the United States and Canada. Thetendency 
would be, he said, for the Americans to put 
pressure on Canada to raise the duties against 
the united hingdom. 

The foreign secretary replied that the gov- 
ernment had not sent any instructions to 
Ambassador Bryce, and did not propose to, 
except to indorse everything he had done. 

Ambassador Bryce’s reports to the foreign 
eme on the subject of the United States 
Canada reciprocity negotiations were issued 
fp a White paper this evening. 


British Interests Unhurt. 

“TIT am disposed to believe that British in- 

terests are not prejudiced,“ the diplomat 
gays. “The arrangement still rests on a 
‘growing realizing of the fact that a high 
tariff wall detween contiguous countries 
whose products are economically inter 
changeable is an injury to both end opposed 
to sound fiscal principles. 

“No more in Canada than in the republics 
of Latin-America to which the United States 
government has sought to extend its pan- 
American propaganda, does there seem a 
likelihood that a freer interchange of com- 
modities will lead to clhoger relations of a 
political kind.“ 


Vote Gain for Reciprocity. 

Ottawa, Ont., March 8.—The strength of 
the government's position on reciprocity was 
shown in a vote taken in the house tonight 
on a motion made today by R. L. Borden, 
jeader of the opposition, that. as American 
action on the agreement has been delayed, 
the matter be not taken up by the Canadian 
parliament until the elec: ora shall have had 
an opportunity of passing upon its merits.” 


Mexico City, March 8—The American 
embassy today advised Minister Creel that 
it had received instructions from Washington 
to communicate with President Dias and as- 
sure the latter that the concentration of 
troops along the Mexican border did not have 
as its object the occupation of Mexican ter- 
ritory. 

It was said that this message was sent in 
order to avoid the suspicions which might 
arise at this time on account of the large 
detachments of troops which the United 
States is sending south. 

The message was immediately commun 
cated to the newspapers, which put hand bilis 
on the streets in an attempt to reassure the 
people of Mexico City and end the excitement 
on account of the telegrams published this 
morning to the effect that the United States | 
was sending 20,000 soldiers to the Rio Grande. 


Many Fear Intervention. | 

Mexicans believe that the United States is 
taking the first step toward intervention and 
generally the sentiment seems to be divided 
between satisfaction and fear. The rebels 
and their sympathizers would like to see the 
United States intervene if it would assure 
free elections. There is fear, however, that if 
the protectorate were declared it would be 
difficult to get the United States to loosen ite

The story of one of the worst massacres of 
modern times was told last night to the mem- 
bers of Camp Luzon No. 1, Army of the Philip- 
pines, in Memorial hall of ‘the public library.

It is a study 
in environment and endeavors, by a careful 
investigation and study of the facts relating 
to his early life and the circumstances sur- 
rounding it, to account in part at least for 
his genius, and to throw light on his subse- 
quent career. The author appears to have 
sought out and set in order every available 
noteworthy fact in connection with his an- 
cestors, his birthplace, his birth, his family, 
his youthful companions, his education— 
everything that may have had an influence in 
shaping his character and determining his 
career. Little if anything is added to what 
was already known; nevertheless, the volume 
is a distinctly valuable contribution to Na- 
poleonic literature, for it furnishes what may 
be termed a good working hypothesis for a 
clear understanding of the marvelous career 
of thie wonderful man. !

CRISIS IN AGRICULTURAL COLLEGE. 


If our legislatures spent more of their 


time in the fair consideration and pagsage of 
legislation needed by the state and à good 


deal less time in playing peanut polities an 
institution like the agricultural college would 
not find itself virtually begging for its exist- 


ence. 


Ip fact, the man who thinks representa- 
tives more competent or willing to attend 


to such questions of general welfare than the 


people themselves and fight the initiative 
and referendum on that ground would do 


well to check up on the results of our Illi- 
nois stateamanship in the last two or three 


assemblies. 
It is an astonishing thing that an institu- 
tion like our college of agriculture, one of the 


first, largest, and best in the country, an 
institution the growth and widening bene- 


fits of which ought to be one of the prides of 
Ulinois, should be down on its knees to an 
“aggregation of politicians petitioning for 


adequate funds to keep up its work and 


even to keep it from retrograding. 
There is no material service in the coun- 


try niore profitable than the extension of 


scientific agricultural methods. There is no 


investment in which the public funds can be 


invested with certainty of such large re- 
turns. If the twentieth century has ar- 


rived in the. Illinois general ansetably that 
truth ought to be apparent. 
Yet for lack of adequate apprepriations | 


the faculty already has been seriously weak- 
ened and is soon to be further weakened 
thrcugh the loss of members hired away 
from us by more progressive states and in- 
stitutions.. The funds for teaching are in- 
adequate, new buildings are needed, better 


equipment is needed. 


‘The Illinois College of Agriculuture had 
546 students and is equaled in this respect 
‘only by Iowa and Néw York. Yet the in- 
structors are only forty-nine, as compared to 
lowa’s sixty-eight and New York's 100. The 
funds for instruction and building purposes 


have been reduced to $6,000 below the sum 


provided when there were only about half 
as many students. Illinois gives her col- 
lege 39 cents to New York's dollar the num- 
ber of students.

The acceptance by this tall, bulldog faced, 
determined looking statesman, of the office 
of governor of Bohemia is prompted purely 
by patriotism and a desire to respond to the 
appeals of Archduke Francis Ferdinand, 
whose control of political affairs is becoming 
more and more pronounced. 

The count divides his time between his 
palaces in Prague and Vienna and his an- 
cestral castle of Tetschen, which is one of 
the Elbe gates of Bohemia. The ancient 
castle is perched. on a crag of rock. and in 
its gardens are over 2,000 varieties of roses. 
The castle played a great role in the seven- 
teenth and eighteenth century wars. The 
family chapel stands high on a bill and is 
visible for miles around. But the burial 
pl&ce of the family is in the Lorette church: 
on the market place of Tetschen, where for 
several centuries all the members of the 
house of Thun have been laid to rest.

Lady Anne Blunt, whose inappropriately 
named house, New Buildings Place, near 
Shipley, in Sussex, was partially destroyed 
by fire the other day, is the grandchild of 
the celebrated Lord Byron, being the only 
daughter of Ada, the only child of the poet, 
to whom he addressed so many of his loveli- 
est verses. 

New Buildings Place is a picturesque ola 
manor which dates from the reign of Charles 
II., when it was built by one of the Cargill 
family. The Cargill whe owned New Bulid- 
ings Place in the reign of James II., sided 
with him in the revolution, wae created by 
him Lord Oargill at St. Germain—the title 
being denied recognition by the British gov- 
ernment—and sold his ancestral estate 
to an ancestor of Wilfred Blunt in order to 
avert their confiscation. It is a queer place, 
with stone floors, all sorte of hiding places 
in the walls, and in the enormous chimney 
stacks, and is of course equipped, not with 
one, but several ghosts. :

Wilfred and Lady Anne Blunt make their 
principal home when in England at New 
Buildings Place, maintaining thelr Arab

Ever since Wilfred Blunt retired from the 
diplomatic service over thirty years ago, he 
has devoted himself to the study of oriental 
life, the taste for which is shared by his wife. 
Speaking Turkish and the various Arab dia- 
lects like natives, they heve traveled all 
over Arabia in native costume, living on na- 
tive food, and establishing the closest kind 
of friendship with the various sheikhs and 
emira

Their hold on the good will of the latter has 
been strengthened by the great popularity 
which they enjoy throughout the Moslem 


world, by reason of the advocacy by Wil-- 


fred Blunt of every Moslem cause against 
the white races and the Christians. He has 
repeatedly defended in the Nineteenth Cen- 
tury and other English reviews, in the Lon- 
don Times, and in other organs of the Brit- 
ish press the cause of the sultan, the cause 
of the Moslems in India, the cause of the 
present khedive, ‘and of his grandfather, old 
Ismail.

Wall street came down to business this 
morning it was with the expectation that 
overnight news from Washington regarding 
the massing of troops on the Mexican fron- 
tier might provoke serious disturbance on 
the stock market. As it turned out, declines 
from this cause were purely negligible, more 
attention being paid by the stock exchange 
to the New York Centra! dividend reduction 
and the unfavorable monthly statement of 
copper metal supplies. These in themselves 
were developments which might readily ac- 
count for the small general losses recorded 
by stocks at the close of a dull session. 


Reasons for Reduction. 


The reasons for the reduction of the Central divi- 
dend to 5 per cent were ag numerous as they were 
acarce for the advance in the payment to 6 per cent 
in April, 1010. It has been apparent to everybody 
that the 6 per cent rate was maintained only by 
calling up funds in volume from subsidiary compa- 
nies. For justification it depended upon an early 
return of active business, and this has not come 
about. The step is, therefore, a wise one and it 
may be doubted if the property will in the least 
suffer because of it in the estimation of the public 
or the money markets. 

As for the increase of 14,198,000 Ibs in copper 
metal stocks it appears to have been brought about 
mainly by increased production and smaller domes- 
tic deliveries. Falling off in sales at home were 
readily explained by the genera! business situation 
but the larger production is less easily understood 
in view of the assertions of producers that drastic 
curtailment had been undertaken. Apparently 
curtailment has not been adhered to in some quar- 
ters, and it is not surprising, therefore, to learn 
that one or two of the largest copper interests are 
displaying plain signs of discontent.

Opinions as to the most desirable method of 
play for the western open golf championship 
seem to be divided enough to warrant the in- 
troduction of the direct primary to settle the 
matter.

Match Play Favored. 

A canvass of those present at Beverly last 
year showed a majority in favor of match 
play, but a number of thee claimed the eight- 
een hole rounds were too short, and were in 
favor of having thirty-six holes for qualify- 
ing and all the match play rounds. The ob- 
jection to the longer route is that it will take 
longer to play, and that many of the pros 
cannot get away from their courses in June 
for more than three days.
